Applicant states, ''during the phase of standstill, the transmission position into neutral or 
park is held even when the brake pedal is released' (page 5, lines 16-17). It is noted that the 
features upon which applicant relies are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims 
are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the 
claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Further, Applicant states, ''there in already a movement out of the neutral position of the 
transmission in Bota when the brake is released' (page 5, the last paragraph). It is noted that the 
feature of the neutral position of the transmission not moving out upon the brake released is not 
recited in the rejected claim(s). Note that Bota' 53 1 discloses, "even if a driver releases a brake 
pedal action of the brake is maintained compulsorily until the starting gear position is formed 
by connection of frictional elements in the automatic transmission'' (see Abstract). 

Applicant further argues, "there is no mention in this reference of ensuring a standstill 
condition" (page 6, lines 21-22). Examiner disagrees because the reference to Bota' 531 shows 
the device that prevents effectively a vehicle from slipping down (see abstract) which is 
equivalent to ensuring a standstill condition. 
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
